New budget proposal 
could save many jobs

In a budget proposal presented to 
his board Monday night, Wilming- 
ton selectman Jim Stewart said by 
projecting there would be more 
available funds, the town could 
maintain all permanent fulltime 
positions except three. Those three 
cuts would be expected to come 
from town hall. 

In his projection, which Stewart 
called an alternative to the town 
manager's recommended budget, 
Stewart said more money could be 
realized through interest and 
penalty fees on late taxes; sewer 
rates; increased fees; in-licu-of- 
taxes from Reading Light; and gifts 
from the redevelopment authority 
and a local businessman. He added 


by following his brighter oulook 
for available funds, both the town 
and school side of the budget would 
basically be level funded. 

Stewart stressed that the town 
needs to prioritize its needs and not 
reduce public safety departments 
any further. He noted that morale 
among town and school employees 
right now is low due to prospective 
layoffs. 

Fellow selectman Michael McCoy 
called some of Stewart's figures 
"pure speculation.” Stewart agreed 
the figures weren't firm, but said 
with his board's support, steps 
could be taken to make them a re- 
ality. 

"I's not an ideal situation, but it's 
certainly a step in the right direc- 


tion," Stewart said, 

Selectman Chester Bruce said he, 
too, had taken a hard look at the 
town manager's figures and had his 
own recommendations. Bruce said 
a savings of $117,887 could be 
realized by eliminating the recrea- 
tion director, the planning direc- 
tor, the assessing clerk, and a 
police department clerk. He also 
suggested eliminating the assistant 
town manager's position. 

Bruce said by offering an al- 
ternative proposal, he was hoping 
to keep the police and fire depart- 
ments intact. 

"The times are hard. These are 
hard cuts,” the selectman said. 

No action was taken on either 
option offered. 


Developers clash 
on wetlands case

Two local developers have 
agreed to appear as witnesses 
against a fellow builder if a case 
involving alleged violations of the 
Wetlands Protection Act goes to 
court. 

Joe Langone and Dick Stuart of. 
Northeastern Development Corp- 
oration said Wednesday they are 
prepared to testify against fellow 
developer Mark Nelson. Nelson 
owns several lots on Dorchester 
Street and adjoining lots in Bil- 
lerica. The men charged that Nel- 
son had laid two corrugated drain- 
age pipes on his property and 
directed them so water runs onto 
their lot nearby. 

According to Conservation Ad- 
ministrator Eileen Flaherty, the lot 
owned by the two men is now 
almost 90 percent wetland, pos- 
sibly the result of two other pipes 
which have been in the ground for 
a longer period of time. Stuart told 
commissioners last week when he 
and Langone took over ownership 
of lot five, it was upland property 
and considered buildable. 

At Wednesday's meeting, com- 
missioners directed Flaherty to 
prepare a second enforcement or- 
der against Nelson, warning him if 
he proceeds with any more work in 
the area without an order of con- 
ditions, they will file a criminal 


complaint. In November, the board 
had issued their first enforcement 
order telling Nelson to cease and 
t work within the buffer zone 
e it was impacting wetlands 
and he had not filed’a Notice of 
Intent. 

Flaherty told the Town Crier she 
herself had witnessed two viola- 
tions by the developer since then. 
She said after the enforcement 
order was issued, she witnessed the 
excavation of a lot on Fairview 
Avenue in Billerica. The lot 
adjoins Nelson's Wilmington 
property. She said Nelson's own 
botanist verified that at least 500 
square feet of wetlands were filled 
on that lot, without notifying 
Billerica officials, and a house has 
since been erected, 

Flaherty said last week she also 
witnessed a bulldozer on one of the 
Wilmington lots filling a ponded 
depression with 13 loads of gravel. 
The work, she said, caused water 
and sediment to flow toward, and 
adversely affect, the nearby wet- 
lands, 

"He's defying the enforcement 
Flaherty said on Friday. 
said, at her board's direction, 
she is writing letters to the EPA 
(Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy), the DEP (Dept. of Environ- 
mental Protection), and the Army 
Corps of Engincers ~ informing 
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them about what took place. Both 
the DEP and the Army Corps issue 
permits to developers secking to 
fill wetlands, along with the local 
conservation commission. Copies 
of those letters will be sent to the 
Billerica Conservation Commis- 
sion and Billerica selectmen. 

"We do not want to go to court 
but we will if we're forced into it," 
Flaherty said, adding her approach 
will be to involve other agencies 
and force compliance. 

Stuart called Nelson's action "bla- 
tant” and said, after a recent visit to 
his property, "it does not appear to 
be the same lot." He assured the 
commission he and Langone "abso- 
lutely intend to go after Mr. Nel- 
son."

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Consultants get green light 
along with some criticism

The Wilmington Board of Select- 
men gave consultants working on 
the police and fire feasibility study 
the green light to finish out the 
contract, despite some concern 
over the way the two men per- 
formed their jobs. The consultants 
were hired to look at the present 
police and fire stations and make 
recommendations to improve ef- 
ficiency in the interests of public 
safety. They were also told to look 
at the need for a fire substation in 
North Wilmington. 


Ata joint meeting with consultant 
Po Putnam, sub-consultant Dick 
Bennett, and members of the Per- 
manent Building Committee Mon- 
day, selectmen questioned a re- 
commendation to make a joint 
facility for police and fire a higher 
priority then a fire substation. Se- 
lectman Jim Stewart led the charge 
as he told Putnam, "It's your job to 
do the feasibility study, sir, and 
you did not perform it." 

Stewart chastised the men for 
drawing conclusions about the need 
for a joint station in town without

Four articles submitted 
for April town meeting 


Only four petition articles have 
been submitted by Wilmington re- 
sidents for the April 28 annual 
town meeting. Three of those are 
rezoning articles. 

Fred Cain submitted two articles 
seeking to rezone parcels next to 
and across from his auto dealership 
on Main Street. He is asking voters 
to rezone both parcels from 
general business to high density 
business. 

Developer Jay Tighe has submit- 
ted an article to rezone a 28 acre 
parcel on Main Street from R20 
and R60 to general industry. The 
parcel is the old App property and 


runs from the town park to land 
owned by Kevin Berrigan. 

David Barrett of Lowell Street is 
asking voters to amend the zoning 
bylaws to allow the sale of ice 
cream in a retail store. Barrett 
hopes to open a retail store in the 
building that housed Tattersolls. 

Articles for the warrant may still 
be submitted through the Wilming- 
ton Board of Selectmen. Approxi- 
mately nine other town-sponsored 
articles have already been Te- 
ceived.All articles will come under 
scrutiny by the planning board and 
the finance committee at their joint 
public hearing March 27. 


Selectmen back 
silencing of whistles

Wilmington residents may soon 
get some relief from excessive 
train whistles in the night, if a 
Valyn Lane homeowner has 
anything to say about it. 

Michael Kropowensky told se- 
lectmen Monday night he needed 
their help to petition the Depart- 
ment of Public Works to stop the 
whistles at "all hours of the night." 
He said the warning blasts on the 
whistles are "excessively loud" and 
make "a decent night's sleep vir- 
tually impossible" for himself and 
his young child. Valyn Lane is a 
new subdivision off Salem Street, 
between the Wildcat tracks and the 
Haverhill line of the MBTA. 

Kropowensky said, after re- 
searching the state law governing 
the whistle blasts, he found they 
may be forbidden at the ‘public's 
request. According to state law 160 
section 138, either a bell has to be 
tung or three separate blasts of a 
whistle sounded at a distance of at 
least 80 rods from a grade 
crossing. 

Kropowensky targeted both Guil- 
ford Industries of Billerica, which 
operates freight trains on the 
Wildcat line, and the MBTA for 
the reported abuse or "improper 
use" of signals. Other residents said 
they agree with Kropowensky and 
complained that the problem has 
worsened in the past few years. 

"It's getting to the point where 
it's nerve-wracking," said Peggy 
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Power, who lives on Pinewood 
Road near the tracks in North Wil- 
mington. 

Another resident living at the 
corner of Valyn Lane and Salem 
Street charged that the engineers 
"Iean on the horn all the way 
through the crossing." 

Kropowensky maintained that 
other towns have been successful in 
petitioning for a decrease in noise. 
The most recent town to undergo 
the process, he told this paper, is 
Franklin. 

Dick Wilson, an aide to Rep. 
James Miceli, said the legislator is 
requesting gates at railroad cros- 
sings by Clark Street, Glen Road, 
and Salem Street. He said once the 
town petitions the DPU, that 
agency will contact public safety 
officers and require 24 hour road 
counts at all crossings. The DPU 
will then hold a hearing and take 
the matter under advisement until 
they are ready to issue a decision, 
Wilson said. 

Selectmen Chester Bruce and Jim 
Stewart said while they are sym- 
pathetic and they, too, hear the 
whistles, the town should take care 
that any measure taken should not 
affect public safety. Stewart added 
he was against a total ban, 

The board voted unanimously to 
petition the DPU to minimize the 
noise at night. Chairman Robert 
Cain directed the town manager to 
find out what other towns have 
done to do away with the whistles. 


having enough "vital information.” 
He said this same information was 
lacking on the substation, yet the 
consultants made that a lower 
priority because they didn't have 
enough information from the fire 
department, 

In fact, the recommendation was 
recently modified by the consul- 
tants, who said they could better 
understand the need for a sub- 
station after receiving written 
input from Fire Chief Dan 
Wandell. That information was 
requested in early fall but was 
never received, possibly due to 
Wandell's recent illness. 

Bennett told selectmen, while 
they are "firmly convinced" the 
need for a joint station is there, he 
and Putnam are better able now to 
see the justification for a sub- 
station, Putnam said for the next 
month or two he plans to do 
designs for both a joint station and 
a substation facility; he will 
research possible sites for a 
substation; and he will spell out the 
implication of the costs of both 
projects. He said he will not 
prioritize the projects. 

PBC members backed the work 
done, so far, by the two con- 
sultants, Chairman Diane Allan 
told selectmen “they did all the 
things they were supposed to do." 
She said it was her board that asked 
Putnam to include maintenance, 
staff, and other costs in his report 
to allow town residents to make an 
informed decision on either 
alternative. She said it was the 
responsibility of the board of 
selectmen to let voters know the 
entire picture, including the 
ongoing cost to man the sub-

Selectmen Chairman Robert Cain 
reminded those present a fire 
substation would not meet the 
needs of the police department. 


Others noted that with layoffs” 


being proposed for both fire and 
police departments and the current 
fiscal climate, it would be difficult 
to put either project into motion, 
Cain said it was the town's 
obligation to look ahead and have 
"something in the works" for the 
future. 

When Selectman Chester Bruce 
questioned if they should continue 
with the remainder of the study, he 
was told there was only one or two 
more phases to go, at a cost of 
$6,000. The total contract with 
Putnam came to $23,500. 

Allan said her one regret was that 
a lot of time was wasted. She said 
her board should have been di- 
rected to look only at a fire sub- 
station, if that was the wish of the 
town. 
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Commission 
wants septic 
approval first

Saying they had “serious con- 
cerns" with his plans, members of 
the Wilmington Conservation 
Commission told engineer David 
Jordan last week to get an approved 
septic system for a lot on Andover 
Street before coming back to their 
board. 

Jordan sought a determination of 
applicability to allow the construc- 
tion of a single family home partly 
in the 100 foot buffer zone and to 
approve his working within the 
buffer zone to Fosters Pond. 
Jordan said he planned to access the 
house lot from a private road 
connecting to Andover Street. He 
said he needed approval to, work 
within the buffer in order to bring 
a knoll in front of the proposed 
house down to grade. 

Jordan said he was in a catch-22 
situation because he couldn't bring 
in a machine to dig a test pit for the 
septic system unless he got appro- 
val to work within the buffer zone. 

Commissioner Gary Mercer op- 
posed Jordan's request until there 
is approval from the board of 
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Wilmington Woods provides skilled and intermediate levels re could lose control over the project

because the location of the house 
could change, depending on where 
the septic system would go. 

"I don't know what plan I'll look 
at when this is done," Ugolini said 
as he, too, opposed the request.

They 
said if the engineer were to set up 
some cones and other safety pre- 
cautions, he could access directly 
from Andover Street. Commis- 
sioners felt this was an alternative 
worth considering. 

Conservation Administrator Ei- 
lIeen Flaherty said one of the 
biggest issues is the disturbance of 
the hill.

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Police chief decries cuts

If, six positions are eliminated 
from the Wilmington Police De- 
partment, the town will be facing 
some "serious" liability issues as 
well as the loss of the new traffic 
unit, according to Police Chief 
Bobby Stewart. Stewart was re- 
ferring to the town manager's bud- 
get recommendation to cut six 
positions and reduce a lieutenant to 
sergeant, a command sergeant to 
sergeant, and a sergeant to pa- 
trolman. 

Chief Stewart was present at 
Tuesday's finance committee meet- 
ing to justify his own requests and 
outline his department's needs for 
FY1991. 

Stewart said he would prefer to 
eliminate two sergeants’ positions 
and increase the number of lieu- 
tenants to four to allow for a 
lieutenant and a sergeant on each 
shift. He said, under the town ma- 
nager's proposal, his department 
would lose all its divisional super- 
visors. He. added the deputy chief 
would then be responsible and the 
job would be "too much for one 
individual to do,” 

Chief Stewart argued there has to 
be adequate supervision at the top 
or the town and police department 
could be found negligent if an 
officer makes a mistake or wrong- 
fully uses force to resolve a matter.

Wetlands on lot 
surprise homeowner 


Commissioners asked Somogie to 
file for a determination and pub- 
licly acknowledge there are wet- 
lands in his yard. Once that is done, 
they said, that fact can be recorded 
with the Registry of Deeds for 
future use when the property is 
resold. They told Somogie there 
are strict prohibitive uses on 
wetlands and it was in the town's 
best interest to have a record of 
them. 

Chairman Don Ugolini said the 
board usually leaves it to the 
applicant to notify new home- 
owners that their property may 
come under the Wetlands Pro- 
tection Act. He told Somogie the 
filing would be a "formality." 


“We have been stretching it on 
supervisors. We are really stretch- 
ing it. So if something now hap- 
pens, (remember) I told you so," 
he said. 

Chief Stewart pointed out that the 
proposed personnel cuts represent 
“real people," like the lieutenant 
with a college education and 21 
years on the force. 

"He's not just a number; he's a 
person. (By reducing his rank), 
we're taking away a step in this 
man's career," Chief Stewart said. 

The police chief also maintained, 
with the reduced budget, “our new 
traffic unit will be one of the first 
things to go." Ironically, he added, 
that move will cost the town $150,- 
000 to $200,000 in lost revenues. 

Under the town manager's re- 
duced budget, there would be no 
money for the D.A.R.E. program 
but there would be funds set aside 
for school crossing guards. Chief 
Stewart opposed both recommen- 
dations. He called the D.A.R.E. 
program one of the finest anti-drug 
programs around. He said though 
the school guards are necessary, 
they only serve one function while 
the patrolmen on the street "runs 
the gamut." Chief Stewart said 
there are other options with the 
school guards, like recruiting vo- 
lunteers through the PACs or other 


organizations, He said he had fewer 
options where patrolmen are con- 
cemed and his men have to remain 
his biggest priority. 

In his reduced budget, the town 
manager set aside no funds for 
capital outlay except for five police 
cruisers, which would be brought 


, to voters in a separate warrant 


article. The police chief argued 
eloquently for his requests in this 
area, When asked-to-prioritize-his. 
capital outlay request, thé chief 
said his top priority was a dicta- 
phone recording system followed 
by six air packs and five mobile 
radios to replace the current 12 
year old radios, which are "poor 
and unreliable." The recording 
system, according to Stewart, 
would allow the department to 
repeat information phoned in by 
distraught residents during an 
emergency. Often, he explained, 
that information is lost and police 
would have no way of knowing 
such things as an address of a 
crime. This is the third year he is 
re- questing the system, said the 
chief. 

Overall, Chief Stewart predicted 
the budget crisis will "severely 
impact" public safety and lead to an 
increase in crime, 


Task force review 
lottery selection process

If the local housing authority 
doesn't come up with the funds to 
purchase an affordable house on 
Everett Avenue, Wilmington's af- 
fordable housing task force will 
begin advertising in March for 
interested applicants to participate 
in a lottery process for the home. 
The lottery would be open to 
Wilmington citizens who can pro- 
vide proof of residency. 

The house, which is being de- 
veloped by students of Shawsheen 
Tech under the auspices of the 
Wilmington Community Develop- 
ment Corporation, is slated to be 
sold to the housing authority for 
$80,000. Because of the state's 
fiscal crisis, however, it may be 
difficult to obtain the necessary 
funds. WHA Chairman Kevin Mc- 
Millan told task force members he 
will let them know if he's suc- 
cessful by February 22. 

At their meeting last week, mem- 
bers said they would like to be 
prepared in case the house has to be 
sold through a lottery or buyer 
selection process, With the help of 
Housing Planner Bryan Wyatt, 
members reviewed the process and 
possible pitfalls and set up a 
tentative timeframe. 

It was suggested the advertising 
period last 30 days, possibly 
beginning March 1. Wyatt said in 
the interest of saving time, they 
could have a lender pre-qualify 
applicants to make sure they meet 
certain criteria. Following the ac- 
tual lottery, they would have to 
make sure the prospective home- 
owner would be able to get a 
mortgage. This, said the planner, 
could be the most Jime-consuming 
part of the process. Wyatt added it 
would be to their advantage if a 
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bank would knock ott a few points 
or come down in closing costs, 

According to WCDC President 
Bob DiPalma, the home has to be 
sold by the end of May or it will 
cost his non-profit corporation 
$1,000 extra a month. 

Task force Chairman Carole 
Hamilton said she preferred to 
have the housing authority buy the 
home. 

"To go through a lottery for one 
unit will be incredibly time con- 
suming and expensive for us," she 
said. 

Hamilton agreed to accompany 
DiPalma to the Commercial Bank 
and Trust Co. to see if they could 
handle the mortgage or suggest a 
bank which could, Commercial 
Bank provided the WCDC with 
their construction funds. 

DiPalma suggested board mem- 
bers have town counsel draw up 
deed restrictions as soon as possible 
as this, too, may take some time.

THE KIDDIE TAX, 
AGAIN 

The basic premise of the "kiddie 

ax" has not changed: a child's 
investment income over $1,000 is 
taxed at the parent's rate. However, 
instead of filing a separate return 
for the youngster, you can include 
the child's income on your own 
return, as long as the gross income 
is less than $5,000 and comes 
directly from interest and 
dividends. 

Trouble is, adding the child's 
income to your's increases your 
adjusted gross income - and raises 
the "floor" under medical 
deductions (7 1/2 percent of AGI) 
and miscellaneous deductions (two 
percent of AGI). 

If Junior's income is all earned 
and totals more than the standard 
deduction, or if there's any 
unearned income and the total is 
more than $500, it must be 
reported, either on his own return 
or your's. 

One way to beat a high tax rate on 
a youngster's income is with a 
2503(c) trust, in which the first 
$5,200 of income earned by its 
assets is taxed at the 15 percent 
rate, But the trust is irrevocable.

A bulb’s supply of stored nutrients 
has been depleted when ithas stopped 
flowering. To perform well the next 
year, it must replenish its supply.

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State approves 
truck exclusion 


A heavy truck exclusion on 
streets leading to Salem Street has 
been approved by the Mass. Dept. 
of Public Works. Once posted, it 
will prohibit trucks on Ballardvale 
Street west of Route 125, Salem 
Street (between Ballardvale Street 
and Middlesex Avenue), Middlesex 
Avenue (between Salem Street and 
Route 62), and Glen Road. The 
ban, which was voted last fall by 
the Wilmington Board of Select 
men, was ratified by the board 
Monday night. The exclusion will 
only affect westbound traffic on 
Salem Street. The signs will be 
posted in about a week. 

In a letter received by the town 
Feb. 6, Chief Engineer George 
Turner said the exclusion on west- 
bound truck traffic is acceptable, 
based on certain conditions. Those

increase 25 cents 


Director of Tewksbury 
Foodservices, Joan Dey, received 
permission from the School 
Committee at its February 7, 1990 
meeting, to increase the prices for 
meals effective February 26, 1990 
Prices reflect a .25 increase on all 
grade levels. Lunch includes the 
following components: 

Meat or alternate (protein 
items), vegetable and/or fruit, 
bread or bread alternate, milk 
(three flavor choice) and in 
Tewksbury schools, dessert will be 
included.

At one point, 
Wilmington sclectmen had posted 
Salem Street in Wilmington for no 
heavy trucking, but the state DPW 
required the town to remove them 
Tewksbury selectmen voted against 
such a ban on Salem Road in that 
town 

The Mass. DPW ruled that in 
order for the ban to work for west 
bound traffic, a sign would have to 
be posted in Tewksbury at Salem 
and Main or Salem and South 
Street. 

Tewksbury sclectmen in their 
meeting Tuesday night commented 
disfavorably on Wilmington's 
latest action, noting that it would 
only affect traffic in one direction 
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affect fic headed toward Tewksbury, but not 
from Tewksbury. Trucks over 10 tons will be 
cluded from portions of Middlesex Avenue, 
lardvale Street and Salem Street. Additionally, 
en Road will be closed to heavy trucks.

They just don't get it, do they?

There it was, cold and clear. The entire board of appeals issue 
came down to a single vote, and the selectmen took a stand. 

A petition was presented to the Tewksbury Board of Selectmen 
this week, signed by 1,022 voters, calling for the ouster of all ten 
members of the current board of appeals. The concerned citizens 
had made their only official statement of the night, except for 
their previous picketing, after complaining that they were not 
allowed to comment on last week's special subcommittce report. 
Their petition said one thing, clearly, about the appeals board: 

"Out" 

The selectmen said another thing, again very clearly: 

"In" 

The board of selectmen this week night adopted all but the last 
one of the 17 recommended changes offered by the subcommittee 
report. The earlier 16 recommendations will substantially change 
the way the appeals board operates, but that one recommendation 
was not enacted. But it will echo. 

Recommendation #17 reads as follows: “Prior to taking any 
action on the preceding recommendations, the Board of Selectmen 
should carefully review the performance of individual members 
of the Board of Appeals to determine if further action by the 
Board of Selectmen is necessary." The sclectmen's vote declares 
that they approve of the performance of the board of appeals. 
How else to interpret the vote? 

Selectman Jay Kelley called for the voluntary resignations of the 
four appeals board members whose terms will not expire this 
year. He also observed a "philosophical difference” between what 
the selectmen expect from the board of appeals and how the board 
acts. The subcommittee report stated that 52 percent of appeals 
complaints brought by concerned citizens were found to violate 
the one-acre zoning law, while 47 percent of all appeals actions 
taken during a three month period were in error. Acre zoning has 
been clearly violated, as stated in the report. 

Selectman Bill Hurton, after taking a swipe at the newspapers (a 
popular sport these days) for supposedly calling for a hanging of 


rt 


the appeals board membership, said the board takes "too liberal" 
an interpretation of the zoning by-laws and Chapter 40A of the 
Massachusetts General Laws. He added that nothing unethical or 
illegal was done, but that it was too much to ask for someone to 
change how they think. Reasonable arguments all. 

Selectmen Kelley and Hurton voted to ask the resignations of 
the four hold-over appeals members. But Selectmen Carciofi, 
Coppola and Chairman Coldwell voted nay. The issue died and the 
board of appeals will continue with much the same membership. 

So, the sclectmen's subcommittee said the appeals board violated 
one-acre zoning in 47 percent of cases picked at random, but that 
is apparently not a problem. 

The petition bearing 1,022 voters' names, calling for the ouster 
of the current board of appeals membership, was ignored by the 

“selecimen, including re-election candidate Coldwell. Amazing. 

(Incidently, the town election of 1989 saw 3,029 total votes cast, 
and the 1988 election had 4,006. This week's petition potentially 
held up to one third of the upcoming election vote count.) 

And the selectmen's credibility suffered. iy 

It is worth noting here that a few grumbles were heard before 
the mecting, while the citizen's group picketed outside town hall. 
The grumblers will not be named here, much as they should be, 
but the word "idiots" was heard more than once in describing the 
citizens group. They just don't get it. These people are not idiots, 
they are not a mere annoyance, and they will not go away. This is 
the electorate, the voters themselves, taking a big risk for a cause 
they feel strongly about. But these brave citizens are taking flak, 
both privately and openly, for sticking to.their beliefs. 

Somebody doesn't get it. 

Then again, Nicolai Ceausescu of Romania didn't believe any of 
the events that took place in his final hours. He laughed at it all, 
and doubted the rebels authenticity, up until that fateful moment 
when his wife, Elena, suddenly screamed, "Oh my God, Nicolai, 
they're going to shoot us!" He didn't get it until too late. 

The lesson} apparently, has been lost in Tewksbury. Too bad.

It does seem that when 
completed the homes will be well built, and usable. 

Each is to have three bedrooms, a living room,, and a 
combined kitchen-dining area. There will also bet#tomplete 
cellar. The price to the WHA, $65,000, is for everything, land 
included. 

There has been an assurance by someone other than the 
contractor that there will be no problems when the two homes 
are completed. 

There should be a comparison of these homes with eight 
affordable homes constructed for the WHA two years ago. The 
costs ranged from $107 thousand to $115 thousand per home, 
on Lown owned land. 

Four homes are in the "Lost Colony," that part of 
Wilmington which is accessible only through North Reading 
roads. The other four are off King Street. 

The homes of two years ago'cost from $42 to $50 thousand 
more when compared with the Ohio Street prices. 

The homes of two years ago have no cellars, only a “crawl 
space" where some storage may be effected. Each has three 
bedrooms, a living room and a combined kitchen/dining room, 
as do those on Ohio Street. 

Why the extra cost? 

The cight units built by the housing authority were done so 
under public bids, And while bidding in theory is supposed to 
reduce the cost of a job, the flaw is that all work must be done 
at "prevailing wage." In other words, the contractor has to pay 
union rate, whether he has union help or not. 

The houses on Ohio Street were built under the ownership of 
private developers, who did not turn over the houses to the 
town until the work was completed. Because the developers 
did not have to comply with the prevailing wage law, they 
could control their costs more efficiently. 
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Peer leaders reach out 
to combat alcohol abuse

Kids reaching out to their peers is 
the premise behind the unique Peer 
Leadership Program at Wilming- 
ton High. In existence -for five 
years, the program gives high 
schoolers a chance to educate sixth 
graders about the dangers of 
alcohol abuse. It also provides an 
opportunity to build self-confi- 
dence and teaches younger students 
how to resist peer pressure. 

Last Thursday, program advisor 
Stoddard Melhado and ten of his 
leaders spent a ful' day training 50 
new recruits, the largest group 
since the program's inception. The 
session was sponsored by United 
Parcel Service, which provided a 
cold cut and salad luncheon as well 
as folders and other materials, A 
second training session will be held 
February 27. 

Interest and enthusiasm are high 
as the trainees gather in the high 
school library and go through 
practice exercises like Agree/ 
Disagree and Big Person/Little 
Person. The latter activity involves 
two different sized bottles which 
are filled with water and drops of 
food coloring to show how alcohol 
affects people of different body 
sizes. As they sit in small groups, 
the trainees are actually replicating 
a group session with sixth grade 
students and learning the skills 
needed to relate to their younger 
peers, The small groups teach how 
to stimulate discussion and control 
a situation once the leaders get into 


the intermediate schools. Later, 
Melhado tells his students to adjust 
the activities and make them fun. 

At one point, the peer leaders in 
each group raise questions about 
alcohol and play "Find the Myths" 
to show trainees how to distinguish 
between the facts and myths of 
drug use. They learn, for instance, 
that alcohol does not pep you up, 
but rather, it acts as a depressant. 
They learn, too, that the only way 
to sober up is to let time pass. 

In the afternoon, the students role 
play to show how to best resist 
peer pressure and get out of 
awkward situations, They also 
discuss alcohol tolerance levels. 

According to Melhado, the all 
day training sessions help all the 
leaders bond together and become 
more comfortable with each other. 
He goes on to explain why the 
program is so successful. 

"The basis of our program is we 
don't go down to preach to them. 
We send them down positive role 
models: kids who are staying clear 
of drugs," says the advisor. This, 
he adds, is reinforced in a peer 
leader contract each participant 
must sign which states they will 
remain alcohol and drug free. 

Melhado says, too, the leaders 
give the younger students factual 
information about drugs and prac- 
lise in making decisions. 

"Then," he adds, "we hope that 
they make the right decision when 
the time comes.” 


Melhado stresses that the leaders 
are not counselors but "referers." 
Because of the trust that builds up 
between leader and student, the 
high schoolers are often able to 
target kids in trouble and refer 
them to adults who may be able to 
offer some help. 

Melhado says he is proud of his 
program, which he feels has been 
"tremendously successful." Most of 
the success can be attributed to the 
leaders themselves and their com- 
mitment to the program. 

Lee Grasso, a senior, has been a 
leader since the ninth grade. She 
told this paper the program has not 
only given her confidence, but 
helped younger students get "a 
good direction in their lives." 

Another senior, Michele Zaya, 
said she has enjoyed her two years 
in the the program.

Dear Larz: 

After attending school committee 
hearings over the weekend and last 
week, I am encouraged to see the 
astute manner that our current 
members, They are looking at the 
whole picture and not the "smoke 
screens" of finance. 

For years the Wilmington schools 
had a "free" rein on their spending. 
Then came 2 1/2 (Yea!) and they 
became more and more 
accountable to the taxpayer. 

Now I hear teacher after teacher 
talking about pencils and paper 
shortages as if that is the reason we 
need 2 1/2. Wrong it is the 
$900,000 in raises for personnel. 
For years Wilmington teachers 
have pleaded poverty and told us 
how much more they could make 
on the outside in private. Now 
some of them may get this 
opportunity. The minimum salary 
for a teacher in Wilmington is 
$117.00 per day or approximately 
$22,000 a year for a nine month 
working period, Most make much 
more. 

I have listened to the sad stories 
abouta little boy who had to make a 
"purple pumpkin" because there 
was no orange paper from a 
principal who makes over $55,000 
a year. We are copying workbooks, 
not necessarily with the approval of 
the publisher, 

Wilmington's school budget is 
out of whack because of 
salarie#@that has always been the 
biggest part of the budget and will 
continue to be. 

I got news! paper shortages do 
not bother me. In most states school 
children supply their own crayons, 
writing paper, pencils and buy a 
couple of workbooks a year. 
Wilmington is not a poverty 
community, parents can afford to 
pick up this tab. This state is in a lot 
of trouble now from being a 
"give-away state" and Wilmington 
is now on the receiving end of all of 
that. 

Mrs. Quinn, director of food 
services asks for a 15 cent raise in 
lunches - three kids can eat at 
school for less than $20 you can't 
buy lunch meat and bread for that. 
Can parents in Wilmington afford 
this! "yes", says Mrs. Quinn and 
she pointed out that only 59 
the total school 
population of Wilmington qualify 
for the school lunch program. This 
does not speak of poverty to me. 

Wilmington parents can afford to

Eighth grader 
wins geography bee 


Joshua Hayes, an eighth grade

During the day of the finals, 
the anxicties of the youngsters 
became apparent as the presence of 
television cameras. and the 
anticipation of the competition 
produced devastating results as 
many of the students were 
eliminated in the first round of 
questioning.

Aylward candidate 
for Nashua job 


Tewksbury High School Athletic Director and varsity football coach 
Bob Aylward is one of five remaining candidates still in consideration 
for the varsity football coaching job at Nashua High School, the second 
largest high school in New England. 

Call it a red flag, a warning signal or whatever you want, Aylward, 
Tewksbury High School's varsity football coach since the 1974 season, 
was one of 46 candidates, including Chelmsford High School head 
coach Tom Caito, that applied for the ‘Nashua position some months 
ago. 

‘Caito has since dropped out of the running, but Aylward remains with 
what he calls four other "strong candidates." The coach, who has led the 
Redmen football squad to a pair of of Division II Super Bowl 
appearances and one Division Il Championship, gives the impression of 
a man who does not really want to leave Tewksbury for the New 
Hampshire school while also admitting that he does not expect to even 
get the job. 

"I'm totally devoted to this town and I'l probably end up dying here," 
notes the TMHS' mentor. "I really don't think that it will happen. They 
seem to wanta younger coach just out of college for the position." 

It must be noted that coaches and athletic directors applying for other 
positions is not unusual, especially during these tough fiscal times 
throughout Massachusetts. Aylward and other coaches are obviously 
curious about the Nashua job, with the school ranking second to only 
powerhouse Brockton in terms of enrollment throughout New 
England. 

Whatever happens, the school committee should have little beads of 
sweat beginning to build up on their respective brows when they meet 
with Aylward to talk about applicants for the TMHS' baseball job 
Thursday night. Losing a coach and man of Aylward's stature would 
deal TMHS' athletics a temendous blow.

questions. 
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Be sportsmen, not racists

Anglers dislike a lot of things, but 

‘one recent addition to the list goes a 
bit too far. 
Fishermen hate strong wind, litter, 
pollution, loud radios and boats, and 
warm beer, for starters. Others hate 
rain, impolite anglers, mealworms, 
and the lunches that their wives pack 
for them, 

But those woes are minor. 

Far too many anglers in this area 
simply explode at the sight of a 
Cambodian family out fishing, or 
else they start mumbling those old, 
ugly, racist comments that make the 
entire human race worse off. The 
Age of Enlightenment isn't coming 
any time soon. We're still pigs. 

Anglers gripe that the new arrivals 
are destroying the fishing, wherever 
they go. Why? 

Well, first they moan that South 
East Asians will keep every fish they 
catch. So what! 

Mean fishing can indeed hurta fish 
population, but some fish need to be 
hurt, and others can't be hurt by any 
amount of fishing pressure. 

Is anybody saying that Merrimack 
River carp are being wiped out? Not 
that I've ever heard. But South East 
Asians who fish from the bank, and 
using the most primitive equipment 
possible (line and a hook) often find 
that some redneck with a powerboat 
just flattened what little gear they 
own, I've actually heard anglers 
bragging that they've run down any 
Cambodian 'fishing sticks' they find 
stuck in the river bank. 

From my perspective, those quiet 
folks can catch all the river carp 
they want, and bon appetite. The 
same goes for yellow perch, white 
perch, sunfish, eels and a few others. 
Knocking at those fish populations 
will only do good things for other 
game fish. Perch in particular are 
known as voracious eaters of young 
game fish fry. 

Keeping bass for dinner is sure to 
taise a hackles, but again we need to 
slow down and think it through. 

First, the catch-and-release policy 
followed by most anglers is fairly 
new, in case anybody forgets. Ata 
few ice fishing derbies, for instance, 
I've seen “old timers" waive the few 
ounces added for releasing live fish, 
because.they planned to eat the bass 
they caught. In fact, I saw one guy 
go from second to fourth place that 
way, losing 25 bucks worth of prize 
money in the process. Catch-and- 
release is fine, but it isn't the law. 

Oh, and that old timer happened to 
be Caucasian. For the record. 

Keeper limits are imposed by the 
State to make certain that breeding 
game fish stocks won't be damaged 
by meat fishing. It is expected that 
people will eat what they catch. 

As for keeping and eating pickerel 
and pike, more power to them. If 
the South East Asians have a recipe 
for getting a meal out of something 
as boney as a chain pickerel, I'd like 
acopy of it. 

So much for catching and eating 
fish. Once upon a time we all did it. 
It's flat wrong to turn "Holier Than 
Thou" about eating legal fish. 


And there's the rub -= the-word 
"legal" in connection with fishing. 

There have been complaints raised 
that Cambodians often fish without a 
license. If so, that's a problem for an

Environmental Police Officer, only 
there are damn few of those. In this 
area there is one -- read one -- EPO 
on duty, and he covers the area from 
Methuen to Orange. That's just too 
big an area for one man, but Joe 
Paolilli does what he can, 

But then, how many of you fished 
without a license last year, even if it 
was just for an afternoon in another 
state? How many lied about their age 
to put off buying their fishing tag 
for one more year? Are we still holy 
enough to yell at the Cambodians? 

I'd like to see people write to their 
legislators, to argue for more funds 
for Environmental law enforcement 
efforts. There aren't nearly enough 
game wardens around, and I can't 
remember the last time I was asked 
for my license, Years and years. 

Another complaint is that Camb- 
Odians keep cach and every fish they 
catch, legal "keeper" or not. That's 
not right cither, but then an EPO on 
patrol would catch that and do his 
duty. Again, more game wardens. 

But then again, didn't your cousin 
take three times his legal limit of 
trout last spring, after the hatchery 
truck rolled up while you were trout 
fishing the stream? Boy, wasn't that 
fun, taking all those trout. Boy, does 
the word hypocrite have meaning to 
you? 

T'm not trying to say all South East 
Asians are angels, but neither are 
they bad. If they take an eight-pound 
bass, they'll have a feast that night 
for the whole family. If you catch a 
similar fish, the bass will be sent toa 
taxidermist and later nailed on the 
living room wall, never to be eaten. 

Who is right? 

If there are laws being broken, we 
need to see them enforced. Until the 
EPO force is brought up to a level 
that can get the job done, all sorts of 
abuses will continue, by anglers of 
all colors. Wrong is wrong, and it 
doesn't matter who does it. 

But calling somebody dirty names 
because he's trying to feed a family 
by fishing, that just stinks. Fishing is 
supposed to be a mellowing pursuit, 
good for the soul. Unless your soul 
is rotten to begin with. 


We need to put "good sport” into 
the term "sportsman" and let every- 
body have a good time. Follow all 
the laws, and report anybody who is 
violating them, no matter what their 
color. And call 1-800-632-8075 to 
get an Environmental Police Officer 
on hand, if you really need one. 

Then again, maybe some people 
just need to be sportsmen instead of 
Nazis.

“Look at my calendar!” says 
Carol Cleri, “I keep it with me at 
all times now.” 

“My answering machine is get- 
ting a lot of use,” says Janet 
Fantasia. “I'm really pleased. I 
accomplished what I set out to do, 
which was target all the nice peo- 
ple who are tending to stay home 
because they aren't satisfied with 
what’s available on the singles’ 
scene - and I'm getting them 
together. 

“The name of our group says it 
all.” 

Conceived last spring, envi- 
sioned for'a long time before that, 
“Single Friends” represents 
founder Fantasia’s dreams and 
newsletter editor Cleri’s re-entry 
into a fulfilling life she hardly 
realized she was missing. 

Based in Reading and serving 
the Middlesex East area and 
beyond, Single Friends - almost 
50 strong already - transforms 
New Year's resolutions into reali- 
ty and Valentine’s Day into one of 
several comfortable social oppor- 
tunities, 

Single Friends - for those in 
their late 30's to late 40’s - is nei- 
ther a support group nor a dating 


service. For the price of a book of 
stamps, friends may place them- 
selves on the membership list, 
receive the newsletter and select 
or suggest activities which most 
intrigue them.

The Marquis de Lafayette 
(1757-1834), a hero of both the 
American and French revolutions, 
personified the international char- 
acter of the new republican age 
and the special relationship 
between America and France that 
continues to the present day.
